Messrs, 
Warren, 
Buckman 
and 


their .associates of the local contract- 
ing- firm are to construct a canal thir- 
ty-two miles long, .fifty-three 
fefet 


wide at the top, twenty-one feet wide 
at the bottom and fourteen feet deep. 
It will be capable of carrying a vol- 
ume, of 1400 cubic feet of water a sec- 


ond, 
The canal will start from 
a 


point on the-Truckee river a.bout thir- 
ty miles east of Reno and run east, 
ward fourteen miles close to the Cen- 
tral Pacific 
'road, and when 
near 


Wadsworth will • run southeasterly to 
the Carson 
sink, a level, waterless 


tract about sixty miles in diameter. 


It is figured that fully 300,000'acres 


of agricultural land in the Truckee 
and Carson valleys will be created by 
this important work.

ment plans to have settlers take this 
land in 80 or 160-acre tracts under 
homestead claims. 
All the water de- 


sired it to be supplied by the gov- 
ernment from, the canal at the rate of

inion of the authorities, easily sup- 
port a population of 25-.000. 


About 1700 men are to be employ- 


ed at $2.25 ,a day of ten hours, and 
they will be supplied with, board- at' 
the rate pf 25 cents a meal. For the 
purposes of- this work the contractors 
have taken the" name of C. A. "Warren 
& Co. In digging- the canal there wil! 
have to be. three tunnels, one 400 feet, 
one 900 feet and one 1400 feet.

GOLD PRODUCTION AND PRICES 


OT long since the Wall street Jouinal refened to the 


probable effect of the increased gold supply upon 


prices and among- other things said: 
"The world's gold 


production is increasing- now and bids fair to pass all re- 
cords. The Transvaal output is not so large as it was in 
the record months of 1899, but on its present ratio of in- 
crease promises to leach the total of $45,000,000 for 1903. 
Alaska Is a factor now, and altogether, it is plain 'that 
we have entered upon a series of years in which gold will 
increase in supply and commodities will advance as its 
purchasing power grows less." 


Such language as that coming from "Wall street is truly 


refreshing as well as ' instructive. 
The increase of gold 


•will diminish its pui chasing power, i e. its value, and con- 
sequently commodities will advance in price . Thus says 
the Wai! stieet Journal. What then becomes of the great 
and conclusive (•>) gold-bug argument that the value of 
Sold is "intiinslc" "fixed" and "unchangable?" Upon this 
«laim eveiy othci argument .In favor of gold has been 
xnade to test. 


The tirades of abuse hurled at "cheap silver" and its 


advocates vvete all .based upon the theory that gold had 
remained fixed in its value while silver, owing to its "ex- 
cessive production," had fallen. 
The fact that up to 1894 


and 1895 silver was just as valuable as ever compared with 
•commodities in general was completely ignored. The white 
metal was simply compared with the yellow, and every 
change In their relative value was ascrrbed to the supposed 
•depreciation of silver. 
Gold vvns taken as "a fixed point 


3n commerce," as ImmoS'able as a tide water mark on the 
sea shore, while the values of silver and all other commod- 
ities were rising and falling like the tides of the sea. 
The 


great economic law of supply and demand had no effect 
upon gold. Whether gold dollars were plentiful or scarce 
made no dilfererice In their value. 
The gold dollar was 


always a gold dollar and that settled it with these pro- 
Xouncl "thinkers" 


And now comes, the W,ill streo_t Journal with a state- 


ment which is nothing les& than a clear admission that up- 
on the mdin point in contiovetsy the gold men \sere ab- 
solutely wiong and the silver men absolutely right. 
If 


the Increase of gold tends to lower its value or purchasing 
power, then by a parity of reasoning an increased demand 
lor gold with no increase of supply will necessai lly raise 
its value or purchasing power. That is exactly what took 
place when silver was demonetized 
The demand for gold 


-was intensified. Up wenl its commercial value and down 
-went the prlco of everything the value of which was rated 
3n terms of gold. This was the central point around which 
the entire controversy revolved. 
Everything else m dis- 


pute was incidental and subordinate. 


But while it is true that the increase of gold tends to 


lessen Its purchasing power, it is by no means certain that 
there, will bo much or any further increase in the prices 
of cgmmodities on that account. The increase of money 
Is only one side of the question. The other side Is rep- 
resented by the increase of commodities. If the commodit- 
ies Increase in quantity as rapidly as the money supply 
increases 
there will be no advance in prices as a result 


of the Increase of money, because if the quantity of money 
swi'd the quantity of commodities remain relatively the 
-same, they must continue to exchange at the same ratio. 


Ii there is a marked advance in prices during the next 


Sew years, it is more than likely that it will be due to the 
•operations of the trusts In limiting the supply of comodit- 
3-ea and controlling markets.

NEGRO SUFFRAGISTS NO PLEASED 


A 


PRESS dispatch from Boston says: 
"The 
Suffrage 


League of Boston, a negro organization, tonight 


adopted resolutions declaring: 


"Insomuch as Boker T. Washington has glorified the 


revised constitutions of the South, has minimized the 
"Jim Crow' car outrage; has attacked the wisdom, of the 
Fourteenth and Fifteenth amendments to the Constitution 
'Sras deprecated the primary importance of the ballot; 
has preached to "the colored people of silent submission 
to Intolerable conditions and makes his people a by-word 
and laxighing stock before the world, he Is not a fit leader 
for the colored race, and no president who recognizes him 
as a political leader should receive the colored vote of the 
North. 


"Therefore, since President Roosevelt has given him 


charge of the appointment of all negroes of whatever 
State in the Union, and has made him the negro adviser 
as to all" policies affecting colored Americans, in the Inter- 
est of our race^we call upon President Roosevelt to dis- 
pense wlth> Mr. Washington as our political spokesman." 


The foregoing fairly represents the views of the aver- 


age negro in the United State, and the pretended views of 
many white politicians. The head and front of Booker 
"Washington's offending is that he has advised negroes to 
keep out of politics until they con win their way gradu- 
ally upon merit — that Is by improving themselves ment- 
ally, and increasing their usefulness as skilled workmen. 
That this eminent colored educator, is right, no broad- 
sninded person of any color, white 'Or black, can fairly 
«3eny. "Washington also deprecates the persistent efforts 
wl many negroes to force themselves, Into social equality 


a. full million of illiterates;* just out of slavery, and with no 
more idea of American, institutions or the wants and needs 
of the country than the same numoer of six-year old white 
children have today. The negroes were even less fitted for 
suftrange than' small white children would have been be- 
cause the latter had better educational facilities, and 
would more rapidly have grown into approximate fitness. 


But the negro was enfranchised as a political expedient 


in the interest of a certain political party, and the un- 
scrupulous politicians who expected to benefit by such a 
policy Have labored hard to convince the blacks that, all 
their hopes for the. future, in this life, depend upon voting 
and voting for a particular party. Booker Washington has 
seen the utter fallacy of this view, and he is honest and 
brave enough to admit it. The ballot in the hands of an 
army of illiterates, is of no advantage to such voters, and 
is a menace and injury to the country as a whole. 


So with-^ reference to social equality, which is measur- 


ably connected with political equality. The two have, in 
large degree, been forced together. To compel white peo- 
ple as a whole to take negroes as a whole into social equal- 
ity is manifestly impossible, and simply creates friction 
and ill feeling, If .individuals choose to make individual 
exceptions that is .their privilege, although even this should 
not be and is not allowed to be carried beyond certain 
limits—to the point of miscegenation, for example. 


In dealing with this' race question we cannot indulge 


in mere abstrac't'ions. We must take the situation as it 
is and consider it in the concrete, with due regard for the 
natural feelings of men and women. Booker Washington 
seems to be able to do this and his efforts to elevate his 
race on correct lines should be cordially endorsed and aid- 
ed by all true Americans.
